This argument is moot because the amendment will not be entered for reason 
discussed above. The second argument regarding the mobility of the sea elegan has been fully considered but deemed unpersuasive. As 
stated in the previous office action, the mounted c elegan may not move freely because the author wish to take photos wherein a mobility of 
the c elegan is undesirable. However, the c elegan is still alive, and not under any anesthetization while being observed. As such, if using 
other means of detection, such as real time video instead of photograph, the c elegan would have the ability to move freely. Therefore, for 
reason stated in the previous office action, this rejected is maintained . 
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
